ITH less than a‘ month 

of the' eight weeks’ 
soyson , gone, . most of tha 
168 driftera of the Scottish 
herring flect operating from 
the great East Anglian port 
of Yarmouth, have, barring 
future accidents, already 
covered all expenses for the 
season in one of the richest 
harvesta of the sen for 
years. 

The Indian summer now 
being experienced in Britain 
has becn one main renson for 
thelr great hauls of the silver 
herring, the Uke of which are 
also reported from the nelgh- 
bouring port of Lowestoft, 
which has a smaller ficet of a 
hundred drifters, Forgotten for 
tho present are the Ican post- 
war years in the joy of recalling 
catches worth anything up to 
£1,000 per drifter, made in 
one particular carly week of 
fishing, and there is an air of 
thrilling anticipation amongst 
these Scottlsh fishermen as 
this month's herrmy moon ig 
awaited. They are hoping ta 
beat the October moon
